The election of Grant, and the extension 
of Radical rule, will confirm the right of 
Congressional usurpation: Grant will 
claim, as Congress already does, that he 
successfully fought for the establishment 
of a principle, and that this is it. The ob- 
ject of the Radicals is to exact of the peo- 
ple in November next an endorsement of, 
what they claim to have accomplished by } 
the sword. This point gained, and there is 
little doubt. as to what they will then do. 
Approved by a majority of the people at 
the ballot-box, they will boldly proclaim 
the end of the struggle in the triumph of 
centralism, the right of Congress to 
eontrol questions arising between dif- 
ferent departments of. the Federal 
Government—annul the Supreme Court, 
and exalt or debase the President, as he 
may be an instrument in their hands. or a 
bar to their purposes. The South, in that 
event, would become a permanent Ireland 
or Poland.. Imprisonment without eause, 
| confisention, death, denial ofthe right of 
trial by jury, political proscription and 
banishment, all these would be necessary 
instruments in the exaction of submission 
to its infamous power. In its position on} 
these salijects the Democratic party has} 
/undergone no change. It stands to-day as 
faithful and true to the spirit of the Con- 
stitution as in the days of Jefferson. It 
knows no change in creed, for its ereed is 
‘that of liberty itself. To-day, as! then, it 
is the open, bold, defiant enemy of Federal 

usurpation. As then, it proposes to 
administer the Government. in strict } 
accord with the Constitution. Incor- 
porating no new article of faith, it has 
expunged no old one. It is not true, as 
stated by apostates from the faith, that the 
Democratic party, as'a party, ever favored 
secession. There is no evidente of this to 
be found in the record of its past. But to 
the doctrine of State Rights it will con- 
tinue to adhere so long as there is any hope 
of restoring the Constitution and bringing 
the Government back to what it was. The 
Demoeratie party will adhere to its cardi- 
nal principles, feeling as its members do, 
that if we would have peace, prosperity 
the blessings of civil liberty, we must de- 
stroy this central despotism, overthrow 
these military goveanments, and subject 
the republic again to the wise and whole- 
some provisions of the National Constitu- 
tion.

The chair 
replied there were othet gentlemen present 
whose names were not called who had not 
interrupted the business of the Senate. 
While the minutes were being read, Jewell 
of Orleans rose and demanded that the com- 
munication from the Commanding Gener- 
al, which he knew was in possession of the 
presiding officer, relative to the oath to be 
taken by Senators be read before any vther 
business be transacted. No attention 
was paid to the demand. After some difli- 
culty order was restored, and the Secretary 
finished reading the minutes, The Chair-| 
man of the Committee on Elections report- 
ed that. Hugh I. Campbell, Republican, was 
entitled to a seat as Senator from the Se- 
cond District, in place of Anthony Sambola, 
Democrat, declared elected by Gen. Buch- 
anan. The Committee say in their re- 
port that Gen. Buchanan had no right to 
change the returns of Registrars. Thus 
direetly charging the Commanding Gener- 
abbwith fraud. 

On motion that Campbell be sworn in, 
seventeen votes were cast—all in the af- 
firmative. 

Campbell took his seat, giving the Radi- 
icals twenty members present. No Demo- 
cratic members could obtain recognition 
from the Chair.

I used toknow 
nearly all of the men, (meaning the prison- 
ers). Lhad no acquaintance with the defend- 
ant Chipley; never spoke to him in my 
life till after the occurrence. I spoke to 
him in the Court House and passed the 
time of day with him. I had no other con- 
yersation With him. Have you received 
any valuable -presents from the peo- 
ple of Columbus in view of the affair? A 
gold hunting case watch, worth $300 or $400, 
_ Jt was handed to me by a clerk in a jewel- 
ry store on the night of the 24th of May. 
Ingmire was his name. I do not know 
who provided the present for me. Barber, 
Gunby and Williams spoke to me about it 
before I received it. I received a watch 
and chain. I am not much acquainted 
with Ingmire. I also received $100 in 
money from Mr. Wilkins, formerly Mayor 
of Columbus. in the form of a loan; after 
A.’s death L asked Mr. Wilkins to lend itto 
me, and he let me have it about a week 
after I asked for it. I had told him I want- 
ed to go home, and he said he would let me 
have it before-I went. I had previously 
been on intimate terms with him. No one 
suggested to me tu apply to Mr. Wilkins 
foraloan. I went home on a furlough 
-.from the 25th of April tothe 25th of May. 
How did it happen that you and the May- 
or were on such intimate terms? Nothing 
as Lknow of, sir; have never returned or |. 
been asked to return the money I borrow- 
ed; gave no note or showing for the loan: 
When Ingmire handed me the watch and 
chain he said, “take this and take care of it.” 
This was abont all the remark he made; he 
said the present was froma friend. I did. 
not know positively what friend he refer-_| 
red to. Ne time was mentioned when ] 
was to pay the money back which I had 
borrowed from the Mayor, nor has he ap- 
plied to me, since my retarn, for its pay- 
ment. No one else has applied to me for 
him. Ihave seen him several times, since 
my return. Ashburn was killed Monday, 
the 30th of March, about midnight, between 
Monday, the 30th, and Tuesday, the 3lst of 
the month, 1868. Columbus is in the State 
of Georgia, and, I believe, Muscojee coun- 
ty. My interviews with Kirkscey were in 
the day time, by ourselves.: I have known 
him nearly a year. Tliere were ten or fif- 
tcen shots fired at Ashburn. My pistol 
- was loaded with powder and oblong ball. 
I fired one shot at Ashburn. Don’t know 
whether I hit him. Have had no conversa- 
tion with any of these prisoners since the 
killing. All the persons engaged in the 
affair were not in the, house that night. 
There were others outside beside those in 
the house with me. The side door opening 
from the ally into A.’s room was broken in. 
it was broken in during the firing. Was 
it thrown open? Not positive on that point. 
Did not recognize the parties outside about 
the broken door. Does the size and form 
of- any of these prisoners here whom 
you have. not nhamed,_ correspond 
with any of those you saw that night? 
Yes, sir, Mr. Chipley. In what respect ? 
The size of the man? Was the og 28 
whom you thought was Mr. Chipley dis- 
guised?. Yes, sir, disguised with a mask. 
He seemed to be the leader; he seemed to 
have all to say in the party,sir. A knock- 
ing at the door was all the noise made. 
There was no shouting or noise made} by 
our party after the affair.was over. Do you 
know what was the object of this party in 
killing Ashburn?. The. object was to kill 
him, I suppose. Most every one had/ an 
animosity against the man. Politically he 
Was Opposed to the majority of the people, 
which was, I suppose, the reason of this or- 
ganization to kill him.
